Waste or Theft of Millions? 

In his petition against the Metropolitan 
and ite directors the attorney general de- 
clares that the New York City railway com- 
pany, the lessee of the Metropolitan com- 
pany, became insolvent shortly after the 
execution of the lease of the Metropolitan 
Street railway company, and has continued 
to be insolvent ever since. The Habilities 
of the New York City railway company 
are stated to exceed its assets by approx!i- 
mately $10,000,000. 

In his petition the attorney general says: 
The defendants have unlawfully disposed 
pt assets and property of the defendant com- 
pany. During the year 1002 the defendants 
expended or claimed to have expended 
$1,284,200 for engineering and superintend- 
ing expenses in changing motive power on 
less than forty-three miles of double track 
road, this being at the rate of $30,000 a 
mile. If such money was expended for any 
such purpose the defendants were negligent 
and wasted the funds. If the money was 
not expended for said purpose the expendi- 
ture has never been accounted for by the 
defendants. 

“During the year 1902 the . defendants 
dlaim to have expended on the property of 
the defendant company the sum of 4.888, 
687 for laying new rails, this being equiva- 
lent to the rate of over $106,000 a mile, 
whereas the*true cost and expenses of lay- 
ing such rails could not have exceeded the 
sum of $22,000 a mille; that if said sum as 
stated was actually expended for that pur- 
pose defendants wested about $8,600,000 of

“The national guard of Llinois,” the re- 
port says, “ so far as observed, is not an em- 
client tary force, and it cannot be made 
so under present conditions. What is re- 
quired is more money, judiciously expended. 
Officers’ uniforms and necessary equipment 
should be furnished them and the men should 
be paid. for their time and service. 


Good, but Not for War. 

„ From what has been seen of the militia 
in other states it is thought the militia of 
Illinois is probably considered above the 
average, but it is not a force that could be 
used against trained, disciplined troops of 
approximately equal numbers without the 
certainty of disaster.

“Each man here knows that he himself has 
been able to use his freedom to advantage 
only provided that he could master himself, 
that he could control his own passions and 
direct his own faculties: Fach of you 
fathers and mothers here knows that If 
your sons are to do well in the world they 
must know how to master themselves. 
Every man must have a master: if he is rot 
his own master, then somebody else will be. 
This is just as true of public life as of pri- 
vate life. If w6 cannot master ourselves, 
control ourselves, then sooner or later we 
shall have to submit outside cont>ol, 
for there must be control somewhere. 

“One way of exercising such contro! is 
through the laws of the land. Ours is a 
government of liberty, but it is a govern- 
ment of that orderly liberty which comes 
by and through the honest enforcement of 
and obedience to the law. At intervals dur- 
ing the last few nthe the appeal has 
been made to me to enforce the law 
against certain wrongdoers of great wealth, 

use to do so would interfere with the 
business prosperity of the country. Under 
the effects of that kind of fright which, when 
sufficiently acute, we call panic, ‘this appeal 
has been made to me even by men who 
ordinarily behave as decent citizens, 


Some Sure to Cry „Stop.“ 

Whenever a serious effort is made to cut 
out what is evil in our political life, whether 
the effort takes@he shape of warring against 
the gross and sordid forms of evil in some: 
perpen et dy or big oom it takes the shape 

of trying to secure the honest enforcement 
of the law as against powerful and wealthy 
people, there are sure to be certain individ- 
uals Who demand that the movement stop 
because it may hurt business. 

In each case the answer must be that we 
earnestly hope and believe that there will 
be no permanent damage to business from 
the movement, but that if righteousness con- 
fiicts with the fancied needs of business, then 
the latter must go to the wall. We cannot 
afford to substitute any other test Kor that 
of guilt or Innocence, of wrong doing or well 
doing, in judging any man. 

“If a man does well, if he acts honestly, 
he has nothing to fear from this administra- 
tion. But, so far as in mie lies, the corrupt 
politician, great or small, the private citizen 
who transgresses the law—be he rich or poor 
hall be brought before the impartial jus- 
tice of a court, 

Perhaps I am most anxious to get at the 
politician who is corrupt, because he betrays 
a great trust; but assuredly I shall not spare 
his brother corruptionist who shows him- 
self a swindler in business life; and, accord- 
ing to our power, crimes of fraud and cunning 
shall be prosecuted as relentlessly as crimes 
of brutality and physical violence. 


Character Is Above Law. 


“We need good laws, and we need, above 
all things, the hearty aid of good citizens in 
supporting and enforcing the laws. Never- 
theless, men and women of this great state.

We 
have made a beginning in the attempt to 
deal with the relations of the national gov- 
ernment—that is, with the relations of the 
people of the country—to the huge and 
wealthy corporations, controlled for the most 
part by a few rich men, which are engaged in 
interstate business—especially the great 
railway corporations. 

„Fou know my views on this matter. You 
know that I believe that the national gov- 
ernment, in the interests of the people, 
should assume much the same supervision 
and control over the management of the in- 
terstate common carriers that it now exer- 
cises over the national banks. You know

the people in the national congress, should 
give their most careful attention to this sub- 


improve them for the nation’s use. 
knowledge at this time ig not such as to per- 
mit me to go into details, or to say definitely 
just what the nation should do; but most as- 
suredly our great navigable riv are na- 
tional assets ſust as much as our great 6éa~- 
coast harbors. 

“ Exactly aa it ts for the interest of all the 
country that our great harbors should be 
fitted to receive in safety the largest ves- 
sels of the merchant fleets of the world, so 
by deepening and otherwise our rivers should 
be fitted to bear their part in the movement 
of our merchandise; and this is especially 
true of the Mississippi!’ and its tributaries, 
which drain the immense and prosperous 
region which makes in fact the heart of.our 
nation; the basin of the great lakes being al- 
ready united with the basin of the Mississip- 
pi, and both regions being identical in their 
products and interests. 


Farms the Nation’s Backbone. 

The president pointed out the@value of 
waterways for the transportation of farm 
produce and urged the value of agriculture 
to the nation, saying: 

** Nothing is more important to this country 
than the perpetuation of pur system of me- 
dium sized farms worked by their owners. 
We do not want to see 6ur farmers sink to 
the condition of the peasants of the old world, 
barely able to live gn their small holdings, 
nor do we want to see their places taken by 
wealthy men owning enormous estates which 
— work purely by tenants and hired serv- 
ants. 

At present the ordinary farmer holds hig 
own in the land as against any possibe rep- 
resentative of the landlord class of farm- 
er—that is, of the men who would own wast 
estates—because the ordinary farmer unites 
his capital, his labor, and his brains with the 
making of a permanent family home, and 
thus can afford to hold his land at a value at 
which it cannot be held by the capitalist, 
who would have to run it by leasing it or 
by cultivating it at arm’s length ‘with hired 


bor. 
Breed Vigorous Protas. 


* “Im other words, the typical American 
farmer of today gets his remuneration in part 
in the shape of an independent home for his 
family, and this gives him an advantage over 
an absentee lanalord. Now, from the stand- 
point of the nation as a whole it is preémi- 
nently desirable to keep as one of our chief 
American types the farmer, the farm home 
maker, of the medium sized farm. This type 
of farm home is one of our strongest political 
and social bulwarks. Such @ farm worked by 
the owner has proved by experience the best 
place in which to breed vigorous leaders alike 
for country and city. It is a matter of prime 
economic and civic importance to encourage 
this type of home owning farmer.“ 

The president urged the ortance of 
agricultural education, saying the present 
tendency of schools and colleges is to put 
a premium, on mere literary education and 
train away from the farm and the shop. 
This process, he said, should be reversed. 
He aap ind ri i as one which 
“should fit e primarily for the indus- 
trial and home making employments in 
which they must employ the bulk of their 
activities.”” Children, “‘our greatest na- 
tional asset.“ he said should, be trained to 
high ideals of every day living and to high 
efficiency in their respective vocations.” 


Plea for the Homemaker. 

The president devoted the concluding por- 
tlon of his speech to the necessity of pro- 
tecting and aiding the man who takes up 
land for his oon and family’s use, the 
homemaker.” The one object of all our 
land laws, he declared, should be to favor 
the actual settler. He said: 

‘The government should part with its 
title to the land only to the actual home- 
maker—not to the profit maker, who does 
not care to Make a home. The land should 
be sold outright only in quantities suffi- 
-clent for decent homes—not in huge areas 
to be held for speculative purposes or used 
as ranches, where those who do the actual 
work are merely tenants or hired hands. 

No temporary prosperity of any class of 
men could in the slightest degree atone for 
failure on our part to shape the laws so that 
they may work for the permanent good of 
the homemaker. This is fundamental, gen- 
tlemen, and is simply carrying out the idea 
upon which I dwell in speaking to you of your 
own farms h in Iowa. Now in many states 
where the rainfall is light it is a simple ab- 


furthermore that I believe that this super- 
vision and control should be exercised in a 
spirit of rigid fairness toward the corpora- 
tions, exacting justice from them on behalf 
of the people, but giving them justice in re- 
turn. 


Not Favoring One at Others’ Expense. 


We are not trying to favor any man at 
the expense of his fellows. We are trying to 
shape things so that as far as possible each 
man shall have a fair chance in life; so that 
he shall have, so far as by law this can be ac- 
complished, the chance to show the stuff that

Worshipers Gather at Symbol 
Erected in Honor of Explorers. 


PRAYERS ‘SAID BEFORE IT.

Monument for Marquette and Joliet 
Impresses Humble People. 


The huge cross erected and unveiled last 
Saturday im memory of Father Marquette 
. and Louis Joliet at the, entrance to the 
new drainege canal, foot of Robey street, 
is being used as a shrine. Scores of Chicago- 
ans daily are worshiping before it, and the 
number is increasing. 

The neighborhood where it stands abounds 
with people of religious temper from foreign 
lands. They are of the extremely devout 
sort, and evidently regard it as a work of 
the church. This came to light on Satur- 
day, shortly after the dedicatory® services 
ended, and the crowd of onlookers had con- 
siderably thinned out- : 

A workingman, who had taken the deep- 
est interest in the ceremonies, stepped over 
and fell upon hie knees, Placed his dinner 
pail at the side of the’little ancient iron 
crose with its fleur de lis, and from the base 
of the new big cross offered up a prayer. 


. Worshipers Increase in Number. 
He spoke aloud and his words seemed to 


Soon he was joined by a score or more of the 
same belief. Word of his action quickly 
spread about the neighborhood, and early 
Sunday morning there were more than 100 
surrounding the cross, many praying. 

The scene was repeated on Monday and 
yesterday. The visitors are not restricted 
to men or women, but include children. 

It is considered likely that many of the 
worshipers intend honoring the spirit of 
the Rev. Father Marquette, the Jesuit who 
lived among the Indians and gave up his life 
at the early age of 38. Others, of course, are 
used to shrines in their native land and re- 
gard this as one of them.

Secretary’s Speech Decrying War Uni- 
versal Theme of People. 


YOKOHAMA, Oct. 1.—Secretary and Mrs. 
Taft were the guests of honor at a reception 
at the American consulate here this afternoon 
under the auspices of the Asiatic la- 
tions. Features of the entertainment were 
the presentation of a silver tea service to 
Mr. Taft from the city of Yokohama and 
the exchange of significant’ and friendly 
speeches between Secretary Patt and promi- 
nent Japanese. 

The city council headed by the mayér of 
Yokohame was present, as was the governor 
of Sufa, the members of the municipal as- 
sembiles, and a’ number of representatives of 
the diplomatic corps at cae and the con- 
sular corps here. ‘ 


Welcomed to Yokohama. 

Mr. Smith, president of the Asiatic associa- 

ions, welcomed Secre Secretary. Taft. and intro- 
duced him to the mayor of Yokohama, who 
in excellent English assured the secretary of 
Japanese friendship. The mayor then pre- 
sented the tea service to Mrs. Taft. 

In reply Secretary. Taft emphasized the 
reciprocal nature of the commerce between 
the United States and Japan; which»he de- 
clared, precluded any idea of hostilities: The 
secretary said he considered ‘Yokohatha to 
be the connecting link, the commercial step- 
ping stone, between America and Japan, and 
that consequently the function of this aft- 
ernoon was practically significant. While 
thanking the city for hiniself and for Mrs. 
Taft for the tea service, the secretary said 
he could not but feel that this spontaneous 
offering from the Japanese municipality was 
a manifestation of mutual, recognition of the 
reciprocal and pacific benefits of commerce. 
He realized aleo that residence abroad pro- 
duced in Americans a broader conception 
of international relations and obligations.

Mr. Moffett shouldered the r bility 
for his statement upon the testimony of other 
witnesses in the Standard Oil trial, prinol- 
pally F. S. Hollands, chief rate clerk of the 
Chicago and Alton railroad. Mr. Hollands 
was called before the jury, but failed to pro- 
duce facts and figuree to back up thecharges 
against other shippers, 


Rate Clerk to Testify Today. 
Hollands will have another chance this 
morning. If he gives the grand jury any 
mfor mation of value the investigation will 
proceed and indictments will result. If he 
does not come down to facts the investiga - 
tion will end tonight and the grand jury will 
de discharged. 

As far as Mr. Moffett is concerned the 
grand, jury is through with aim. He has 
not been rBleased finally and is #till in CI- 
cago subject to a return call before the in- 
vestigating body. But there is no hope in 
the breasts of the government officials that 
he. will divulge anything of an incriminat- 
ing nature against any railroad or corpora-
